Pon Saturday night, the 24th of De- 
eember, after having heard the Mid- 


night-Maſs,l went to Bed very much troubl'd 
in mind : about four a Clock in the Morn- 
inp, there appeared to me in my ſleep four 
Perſons whom I knew not, and who ſtood 
a long time before me, without ſpeaking 
a word ; at laſt the Eldeſt of them, whoſe 
Face reſembled a mixture, betwixt a Mans 
and Womans, faid to me, Great Princeſs, 
Yet within three and a half, axd the fourth 
part of a half, and he ſhall be no more. 
Two Claps of Thunder having fet my

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Chamber on Fire, thoſe four Perſo 

upon diſappeared : Immediately \thereaf- 
ter, T thought I ſaw a Woman mounted 
on a Came], who would needs have me 
to follow her with the little Prince of 
Wales, ſaying, She would take me to a bleſ- 


ſed Place ; 1 followed her, and ſhe led 


me, I thought, through an Arbour full of 
Flowers, where all things ſeemed Enchant- 
ed : here we met with a Prince who look'd 
as one that had been once very ſtrong, 
but who now. had his right Arm and his 
left Ear cut off, and two Monks help'd 
him to walk. But juſt when thoſe Per- 
ſons were beginning to ſpeak to us, a 
Whirlwind ina moment feparated us from 
them 3 and we were carried thence into 
a thick dark Wood, where there was no 
other light but a little Moon-ſhine 3 here 
there aroſe a thick and 7 my Rynd of 
Miſt, which necefſitat y Comerade 
and me to embark ourſelves upon the 
Ocean, and whereupon we arrived at laſt 
at the Elezian Shades : Juſt» at our arrival 
there, the terrour which was npon me, 
forc'd me to awaken, and I found myſelf 
all over in a ſweat, and my Face and Pil-

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lows all be-dewed with Tears, ſo terrible 
a Fright had the Dream put me in. 


The Explication of the Didi 


Efore I come to Explain- this Exil'd 
| Queen's Dream, it's fit we ;ſhould 
know, ſhe is; by birth an Italian Princeſs, 
a Bigotted Papiſt, and much devoted to the 
Pope, and to the Jeſuits : Thence it was, 
ſhe entertain'd a ferm Deſign to Ruipe the: 
Engliſh, and* to Extirpate-,the Proteſtant, 
Religion ; to ſucceed in this damnable De- 
ſign, ſhe pretended a Prince of Wales was 
born, and was the occaſion thereby of that 
Tragi-Comegy,:{o known to all, Ewrope, and 
of her own and the Flight of K.. James her 
Husband out of England: And. as ſhe is the

4 it has pleaſed GOD, by this Viſion, 
to-give her the juſt Marks of his Anger and 
Diſpleaſure againſt thoſe of that Party. 
This Queen, after. bawing heard Mjd- 
night-Maſs, weut to Bed wery much troubled 
in mind ; This Trouble of Mind was a Pre- 
ludium to that terrible Viſion that was to 
follow. The Prophet ſays, There is no 


peace, 
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peace ſays my GOD, to the ſinuer: And 
thence certainly it was, this Princeſs was 
diſquieted at going to Bed : Why ſhe had 
this Dream on Chriſtmas-mght, 1 thall thew 
afterwards, ; 

About four a Clock in the Morning, there 
appeared to me four Perſons whom I knew 
wot, who flood a long time before me without 
ſpeaking a word : This Viſion happen'd at 
four a Clock in the Morning, which is the 
ordinary hour of Dreams coming from 
God ; becauſe at that time the Spirit is 
more free, and not embaras'd with Vapors, 
or with the Fumes ariſing from the firſt Di- 
geſtion. The Queen did not know theſe 
four Perſons, becauſe God had left her to 
Blindneſs of Mind ; otherwiſe ſhe mighe 
have eafily known: that it was the Great 
Whore and the Srgnagogue of Satan ſhe ſaw 
before her : Theſe four Perſons ſtood a 
long time without ſpeaking. it pleaſed 
God, this Vifion ' ſhould ſtay a long time 
before this Unhappy Queen, to the end, 
ſhe might be che more aſſured of the truth

At la the Elde$t of them, whoſe face re- 
ſembled « mixture, betwixt a Mans and a 
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Womans : This Hermophrodite 1s no other 
then the Pope, who feigns himſelf co be 
GO D's Vicegerent upon Earth, when he 
is at the ſame time, the Great Whore men- 
tion'd in the ApocalipſeÞ In Dubritius his 
Revelations, the Pope appear'd to him in 
the ſhape of a Woman with a Beard ; 
which is juſt as much as to ſay, in the ſhape 
of a Hirmophrodite, as here. 

This Hirmophrod'tte ſaid, Great Princeſs, 
Tet within "three and a half, and the fourth 
part of a balf, and be ſhall be no more : This 
Expreſſion evinces clearly, that the Speak- 
er 1s the Great Whore, ſince ſhe mentions 
exatly the time of her own Duration, and 
the Year in which ſhe ſhall be no. more: 
It's certain by the Sequel of this Prophecy, 
that this infamous Hermophrodite ſpeaks 
of herſelf, and of her Sinagogue in the 
third Perſon. We have prov d jn another 
Book, viz. The Harmony of the Apocalipſe, 
That the three Days and a half, of which 
St. Jobn ſpeaks, Rewel. chap. 11. v. 11. 
are 1290 Tears, and which will end in the 
Year 1714: But here this Viſion adds the 
fourth part of a balf Day, tor the utter De- 
ſtruction of the Pope; and as every Day 


of 
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of this Great Year, is 3&0, or 365 Years, 
it follows, that the total Ruine of the 
Pope, and of Popery, muſt be in the Year 
t759, for the eighth part of 36o is 45 
theſe 45 Years then, being addedro 1714, 
makes up the Year 1759, in which the 
Pope will be intirely Extirpated. The 
Prophet Damel does explain this Afﬀair af- 
ter the ſame manner, as in this Dream of 
the Queen's, Happy 3s be that ſhall ſee the 
forty fifth day after the one thouſand two hun- 
dred and ninety.

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of” Nants, immediately thereupon he was 
truck in the Fundament, as the Philiftines 
of old, upon alike occaſion : But as the

i by Lady having gone to Bed the firſt 
day of January 1690, after the Of- 
fice was over, ſhe dream'd ſhe was at Ver- 
ſailles in a Secular Habit, and that ſhe faw 
the King walking by the fide of the Canal, 
in which ſhe thoughe there were ewo little 
Iſlands, very near one another': ' The King 
was attended by feveral Hunters, and Spa- 
xiels, becauſe he was going to kill ſeveral 
River-Fowls ; Madam La Valiere follow'd

them: The King defirous to'fee theievent, 
came back upon his tra 3! the great Spa- 
-Dict -enitring Into «the. firſt: Hand again , 
foughta long while with the Ducks and o- 
'ther Birds, who after a-brisk refiftance and 
noiſe, took Wing and fled: away beyond 
reach'of {ight,.; The King caus'd fire upon 
them, and, killed ſome: of them in their 
flight, -;[As-the King' was 'returomy; to the 
Palace, he told thoſe about him, that he 
muſt go and ſee his, Orange-trees; in ſay- 
ing which he ſtumbled againſt the root'of 
a Tree,/and fell upon his Face, bleeding at 
the Noſe ; He was immediately taken up 
and, carried into his Bed. M: Ls Valiere 
ſeeing the, Noor of the Orange-[neloſure 
ſtanding open, ſhe enters, .and beheld-the 
beautifuleſt Orange-trees ſhe ever ſaw, co- 
vered with Flowers and Fruits of all ſorts: 
but 
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but that which ſurpriz'd her moſt, was that at 
the foot of every Orange-tree there was a Flow-. 
er-de-luce wreathed about it, and which mixed 
its Flowers with that of the Orange, and which 
mixture yeilded a moſt fragrant ſmell. In the 
mean time while M. La Valiere was contempla- 
ting all this, ſhe heard a great cry thrice re- 
doubled, The King is a coming, the King is 2 
coming ; and the noiſe of the Cry immediate- 
ly awaken'd her. 

Every body knows how carneſt che French 
King was to have this Dream of M. La Valiere,

La Valicre in a Secular Habit, repreſents ve- 
ry neatly that Seraglio, or Houſe of Pleaſure 
he had at St. Cir, when this Lady was his Con- 
cubine : The Cond denotes the Sea that envi- 
rons Great Britaine on all fides: The two 
Iſtands amidſt this Canal, are the two Iflands 
of Great Britain and Ireland : and Noftrodamus 
calls theſe Kingdoms Iſlands by way of ex- 
cellence. In the Dream, the three Kingdoms 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland is reprefent- 
ed by two lithe Iſlands, becaule ſhe was to fee 
them in the Canal of Verſailles, which being of 
its ſelf but little, the Iſlands repreſented in 
them, behoov'd to be little alſo ; thele Iſlands 
are near to one another, becauſe there is but 
three hours ſailing from ſome parts of Scotland 
to ſome parts of Ireland. The King was fol- 
lowed by Hunters and Spaniels, deſigning to kill 
ſome Fowls : His Hunters are his Armies by 
Land, and his Spaniels his Fleets at Sea, be- 
cauſe Spaniels are fitter than other Hounds to 
hunt in the Water. Being deſign d to kill ſome 
of the Fowls ; That is; being deſign'd to make 
War upon the Inhabitants of theſe two Iſlands 
of Britaine and Ireland, who are properly re-

M. Lz 
Valiere follows the King; to the end the may 
inform us of the ſucceſs of the War he was 
enter'd into againſt England. 

IWVhen the King came over again the fir$t 
ſland, ſhe ſaw a great Spaniel throw himſelf into 
| the Water, to ſwim into the Iſland, followed by 
agreat many Ducks and other Fowls, whoſe Eg gs 
he eat up : This firſt Iland is England and Scot- 
land ; the great Spaniel that threw himſelf in- 
to the Water, is K. James ; heis follow'd by 
a great many Ducks and other Fowls ; that 
is, the Engliſh ; he eats up their Eggs, that is 
when he began to deſtroy and ruine the Peo- 
ple of England and their Liberties. 

The great Spaniel came aſhore, and was re- 
ceived by the King's B. who caus'd fire upon 
the Fowls, and kill'd ſome of them ; That is, K. 
Zames fled over all alone to France, and the 
King having aflifed him with a Naval Force, 
has ſince killed ſeveral of the Engliſh, in the * 
preſent War he has declared againſt them. 

When they came aver against the other Iſland, 
they heard the noiſe of a great many Dogs a bunt+ 
ing, and thereupon the great Spaniel threw him- 
felf into the Water, with ſome of the K ing s Spa» 
niels to joy them in tie Iſland - When they 
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were near the other Iſland, that is Ireland, they 
heard the noiſe of Dogs a Hunting ; that is, 
the Army of Thyrconnel, Viceroy of Ireland ; 
the great Spaniel] upon the noiſe threw him- 
ſelf into the Water to joyn them ; thart. is, 
K. James ſecing his Party ſubſiſt yet in Ireland, 
he goes thither, and joyns his Army there, ac- 
companied by ſome of the French Officers. 
As ſoon as the great Spaniel had joyn'd the 
Dogs in the other Iſland ; That is, K. James 
had. joyn'd his Army in Ireland, the noite be- 
came preater, and continued fo ior a while, 
that is, the War became ſharper, and did not 
end ſo very ſoon as was at firſt expected. 
After which M. La Valiere, ſees another flock 
of Birds flie out of this Iſland into the firs], and 
the great Spaniel follows them, where there is a 
fight betwixt the Spaniel and the Ducks and 0- 
ther Birds, which laſt, after a brisk reſiſtance, 
are forc'd to flie, and the King cauſes fire upon 
' them, and kills ſome of them : The continuati- 
on of this Dream, continues to foretel ſome 
Advantages to K. James ; but what afterwards 
Follows, foretels unqueſtionably the marvel- 
lous Succeſs of K. William now of Great Britain, 
in ſuch ſort as that great Prince ſhall at Jaſt 
Triumph gloriouſly over all his —_— In 
ne, 
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fine, the great Mileries of Lowss the 1 4th, and 
the incomparable good Fortune of K.William, 
are painted forth in this Dream of M. La Va- 
liere's, with ſo much brightneſs and clearnels, 
as if written with a Sun-beam ; which will ap- 
pear by what follows. 

When the King is returning to the Palace, he 
told thoſe about him, be would 20 to ſee bis O- 
range-trees : The Vilit delign'd by the King 
ro his Orange-Incloſure, torete]s the continu- 
ation of the War of Lows 1 4th againſt K.JYil- 
liam, who is here repreſented as P. of Orange. 
This term 70 go to ſee, {ignitying a Declaration 
of War, is taken from that place of Scripture, 
Where Amiſtas King of Tudab, ſends to the King 
of Ijrael ſaying, Come It us ſee one another, or 
ler us look one another in the face : And it's 
afterwards faid, that theſe two Kings ſaw one 
another in the face; that is, they fought to- 
gether, 

In ſaying this, the King fiumbled upon Cail- 
lon, and fell on bis face, bleeding at the Noſe : At- 
ter this new Declaration of War, or rather re- 
newing of the former, the King ſtumbles a- 
gainſt the root of a Tree ; that is, he met with 
a powerful Obſtacle of his Deſign ; and God 
is preparing a great and terrible Vengeance for 


this 
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this Cuilty Monarch. In fine, he falls on bis 
Face, bleeding at theNoſe ; That is, Lowis 1 4th 
ſhall fail in his Enterprize on William King of. 


Great Britain, and this Jaſt Monarch ſhall Tri-. 


umph over the Armies of France. Moreover, 
His bleeding ſhall weaken him, and render 
him timorous and cowardly. And in the old 
Drle& of France, to ſay a Man bleeds at the 
Noſe, was to ſay, be is afraid. The end of 
the Dream proves, that this Fall of Lowis the 
14th will be mortal. 

They preſently took up the King, and carried 
bim to his Bed ; The fall of Lowis upon his 
Noſe, muſt be terrible, fince he fell a bleed- 
ing thereupon, and was fo far unable to riſe 
of himſelf, that they were neceſlitated to car- 
ry him to his Bed : This denotes that Lowis 
the 1 4th ſhall die of this Fall, ſince the Bed is 
an Image of Death : FThence this Dream is 
the fatal Fore-runner and Prediction of the 
miſerable End of this King, and of his King- 
dom. This is exatly what was foretold by 
Noſtredamus in- his 5 Sireain :

The preſent junture of the Aﬀairs of Earope, does 
teach us clearly, that M. La Yaliere and Noſtredamus 
{peak of one and the ſame Event ; as allo the Dream 
of the late Queen, about the curting off the right Arm 
and left Ear of Lowis the 1 4th, denotes the great en- 
ſuing Miſery of that Monarch. 

M. La Yaliere (eeing the Orange-Tncloſure open, en- 
ters, where ſhe beholds the beautifule5F Orange-trees, ſhe 
ever ſaw : As Lows the 14th is the Capital Enemy of 
God and of King William, it's not to be doubted, but 
after the Fall of this Unfortunate Prince, King Wil/zam 
will prove a Glorious and Proſperous King ; and which 
God has been pleas'd to reveal to M. LaYaliere in this 
Viſion. The Beauty of the Orange-trees, denntes the 
incomparable Proſperity ot that Servant of God, Wile 
Liam late P. of Orange ; which we have likewiſe prov d 
in our Farmony of Propheſies, p. 117. in our Expoliti- 
on of the 38 Sireain of Noſtredamus, in that of Caffarel- 
l;, and in our Expoſition of the Dream'of Lows 14th. 

The Orange-trees were all covered with Flowers, and 
with all kinds of Fruits : Thele do denote to K. Wil- 
Liam all forts ot Bleſlings, both ſpiritual and temporal. 

But what ſurpriz d M. La Valiere mast, was her ſeeing 
that at the root of every Orange-tree, there was Flower- 
de-luces wreathed about them, and which mixed their 
Flowers with that of the Oranges : This part of the 
Dream 1s very conlolatory for M. La Yaliere ; and it 
ſeems God ſhews her by it, that he is pleaſed with the 
beginnings of her Reprenzance, and that he will give 
her Grace to turn to the living and true God, and to 
live to ſee the happy Day when all France, and their 
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King, ſhall make profeſſion of the true Religion, in a 
manner. more pertect than is yet to be found among 
the Proteſtants, the beſt Reform'd : It's for this reaſon, 
that M. La Yalzere is lo pleaſantly ſurpriz'd, and ra- 
viſh'd with Joy and Admiration, which would ſeem to 
torerel her Happineſs in ſeeing a great Reformation, and 
the happy Union of a King of Fraxce with K. William. 

This beautiful Flower- - #4 which ſhe ſees wreath'd 
about the Orange-trees, and mix their Flowers with theirs, 
does clearly denote the Succeflor of Lews 14th, who 
being animated with the Spirit of God, 'as K.-W:ll;am 
1s at preſent, ſhall Unite himſelf in a ſtrict ' Alliance 
with him ; fo that the Intereſts of them both, ſhall be 
one and the ſame, becaule they ſhall ſeek alter the fame 
things, viz. The Glory of God, and the Goagt his 
Church. . There are a great many Propheſies, parti- 
cularly that of the Toung Propheteſs of Dauphine, who 
{ay the ſame very thing. ; 

This mixture of Flowers, render d a pleaſant ſmell ; 
which denotes the marvellous Bleſſings wherewith God 
ſhall follow the Alliance and Union betwixt the King 
of France and>K. William : And this ſweet ſmell may 
be truly compared to that which is called , 7he Savour 
of Life unto Life. 

While M. La Valiere contemplates all theſe things, 
ſhe hears a loud cry thrice repeated, The King's a com- 
ming, the King's a" coming ; which cry awakens her : 
This great redoubled cry, denotes that Lows 1 4th be- 
gins juſt now to enter into that Action foretold in the 
firſt part of M. La Yaltere's Dream, in ſuch fort that it 
may be juſtly ſaid ro Lows 14th, as was faid to ano- 
ther of old, What thou dot, do it quickly. 
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
